On Wednesday, August 26, 2009, at approximately 2:38 pm, Ms. Tyli’a “Na Na Boo” Mack (AKA Joshua Mack) was 

stabbed and killed in the 200 block of Q Street, NW. The Metropolitan Police Department seeks the public’s assis-

tance in gathering information regarding this homicide. UPDATE: At the time of offense in 2009, the suspect was 

reported as a medium complexioned black male in his 30s, approximately 5 feet, 10 inches tall with a thin build and 

short black hair, wearing a blue shirt and blue pants. The suspect was armed with a knife.
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
